Voters less enthusiastic about election

NEW YORK — Unenthusiastic voters 
largely expect President Clinton to win 
re-election next month, but few expect 
to see progress on major national prob- 


lems over the next four years, according 


to a poll released Thursday. 
The Pew Research Center’s national 


survey also found that just 43 percent of 


voters plan to watch the presidential 


debates this year, down from 67 percent 
in 1992 and 55 percent in the two previ- 


ous presidential elections. 


Two out of three registered voters say 
they've already made up their minds 
and the debates won’t matter, as do 
three out of four likely voters. The first 
nationally televised debate is Sunday 


night. 


While Clinton held a strong re-elec- 
tion lead over Republican challenger 
Bob Dole, his performance as president 
got mixed grades from 1,517 registered 
voters surveyed Sept. 25-29. Seven per- 
cent gave him an A, 40 percent B, 32 


percent C, 20 percent D or F. 


“What in effect you have is a C candi- 
date running against a D candidate, and }: 
C beats D,” said Walter Dean Burnham, 
a University of Texas political scientist. 
“Clinton is running against somebody { 
who’s got other vulnerabilities that 
seem to be large enough to overcome 


his own.” 

Still, Burnham was surprised 
Clinton’s average rating in the Pew poll 
wasn’t higher, since he has gotten some 
of the highest job-approval scores of 
his presidency in other recent polls. 

The difference may be in question 


wording: Other polls ask simply if people approve 
or disapprove of Clinton’s handling of his job, and 
55 percent or more have approved in most recent 
polls. Some voters may generally approve of 
Clinton’s job performance, yet give it only a C 


grade. 


Overall, 51 percent of registered voters said they 
would support Clinton if the election were today, 35 
percent favored Dole and 7 percent backed Ross 
Perot — little change from a Pew poll in early 
September. Among 1,138 voters deemed likely to 
vote next month, Clinton led 50-38-6. The margin 
of sampling error for both groups was plus or minus 


3 percentage points.

Some Utah schools own tobacco company stock

SALT LAKE CITY — While Utah 
is suing tobacco companies to recover 
Medicaid costs from smoking-related 
illnesses, various state agencies hold 
stock in those companies. 

And they’re not inclined to get rid of 
those holdings. é 

Three Utah universities and one col- 
lege have financial interest in Philip 
Morris Co. 

Southern Utah University owns 770 
shares of the company’s stock and the 
University of Utah owns 322 shares, 
according to the latest figures avail- 
able in the state Treasurer’s Office. 
Philip Morris stock closed at $92.38 a 
share on Wednesday. 

Salt Lake Community College holds 
a $1.29 million Philip Morris corpo- 
rate bond, and Utah State University 
holds a $100,000 corporate bond in 
the company, according to Treasurer’s 
Office records. 

The Utah Retirement Systems has 
about $31.9 million invested in Philip 


Morris and another $3.2 million in 
RJR Nabisco, the parent company of 
R.J. Reynolds Tobacco Co., according 
to The Salt Lake Tribune. 

The American Medical Association, 
which supports lawsuits being 
brought by Utah and other states to 
recoup Medicaid expenditures, has 
called on investors to sell tobacco 
shares. ; 

So far, nobody has directly pres- 
sured Utah institutions to divest them- 
selves of tobacco stocks, although the 
Utah Medical Association supports 
the AMA’s policy on tobacco and may 
consider making a statement of its 
own, said UMA spokesman Val 
Bateman. 

University of Utah President Arthur 
K. Smith said the school likely would 
not respond to the call for tobacco- 
stock divestiture. 

“Our obligation in managing invest- 
ment portfolios is to maximize return, 
not to invest according to the political 
whims of the day,” he said. 

Dee Williams, director of the Utah 
Retirement Systems which invests 


state employees’ retirement funds, 
said they will not divest their tobacco 
holdings. 

“We're in the business to make 
money for beneficiaries, not to sup- 
port one social program over anoth- 
er,” Williams said. 

Among the supporters of Utah’s 
lawsuit against big tobacco companies 
is John Holbrook, division chief of 
internal medicine at the U’s School of 
Medicine. 

“The real issues are (tobacco com- 
panies) are selling these products that 
are lethal and are addictive, and the 
majority of the users are addicted 
before they’re legally of age to buy 
the product,” Holbrook said. “These 
companies need to be held account- 
able for selling a lethal, addictive 
product.” 

Palmer DePaulis, spokesman for 
Attorney General Jan Graham, said 
Graham is interested in fighting the 
tobacco industry from a legal stand- 
point and would not call for divesti- 
ture.

to tackle serious subjects with humor. 

Szymborska, 73, had gone for a walk 
in the southern Polish holiday resort of 
Zakopane just before the Swedish 
Academy announced the $1.12 million 
prize Thursday. When she came home, 
she found her life had changed. 

“IT am very happy. I am honored, but 
at the same time stunned and a little bit 
frightened with what awaits me,” she 
told Poland’s Radio Zet. “I’m afraid I 
will not have a quiet life for some time 
now, and this is what I prize the most.” 

She later told Polish television she 
was not like a movie star determined to 
“build a whole life” on her award. 


Arguably Poland’s most popular poet, Szymborska’s 
work inspired the 1994 movie “Red” as well as providing 
lyrics for Polish rock stars. Critics say she is both deeply 
political and witty, and uses humor in delightful, unexpect- 


ed ways.

Praised for her “esprit, 
inventiveness and empathy,” Wislawa Szymborska of 
Poland won the Nobel Prize in literature Thursday for 
poems that ranged from rapture to despair.

Szymborska’s later poetry is revenge of sorts against her

ship of the Stalinist era. She later dis- 
claimed both books and became a critic 
of Josef Stalin, likening him to the 
Abominable Snowman in the 1957 
poem “Calling Out to Yeti.” 

Szymborska “is very reserved. 
Some call her shy, but she is a very 
intense person,” Sture Allen, the secre- 
tary for the Swedish Academy, said in 
announcing the prize. 

Praise quickly poured in from 
her native country for the first of this 
year’s Nobel laureates. 

“Again, Poland was noticed, 
and first of all this woman was noticed 
— so modest as a person and so great 


in spirit,” former President Lech Walesa, the 1983 Nobel 
peace laureate, told Radio Zet. 

Szymborska “‘personifies the greatness of Polish poetry 
of the 20th century,” author Andrzej Szczypiorski told the 


Polish news agency PAP.

_tears as soon as the judge left the courtroom. They hugged and thanked prose- 
cutors and comforted one another. 

Richard Lobato, brother of the victim, said “the family is happy” with the 
verdict, and, ““We’re very glad this part is over.” 


U.N. accuses Iraq of hiding weapons ... again 


MANAMA, Bahrain — Iraq is concealing weapons materials and failing to 
turn over important documents to U.N. monitors, a top U.N. weapons inspector 
said Thursday after meeting with Iraqi government officials. 

A U.N. commission created to ensure that Iraq eliminates its nuclear, biologi- 
cal and chemical weapons programs has repeatedly accused the country of hid- 
ing important documents as well as actual weapons components. 

Thursday’s comments by Charles Duelfer, deputy chairman of the commis- 
sion, suggest the inspectors will again cite Iraq’s lack of progress when it 
issues its next report, due later this month. 

Speaking here after five days of meetings in Iraq, Duelfer, an American, said 
there were still “serious problems” with Iraq’s statements on its biological and 
chemical weapons programs as well.as its long-range missile program. 


Israeli has no regrets plotting Rabin’s death 


TEL AVIV, Israel — A judge sentenced Yigal Amir and two others to prison 
Thursday for plotting attacks on Arabs and the assassination of prime minister 
Yitzhak Rabin — an act Amir said he lamented not accomplishing sooner. 

“These sons of evil sat and planned and meticulously explored how to mur- 
der a man because they didn’t approve of his policies and goals,” said Amnon 
Strashnov, chief judge of the Tel Aviv District Court. 

Amir said he only regretted not killing Rabin earlier because it would have 
prevented last week’s deadly violence in the West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

“Tm proud of everything I did and would do it again,” said Amir, wearing a 
white T-shirt, black skullcap and flanked by guards on either side. 

“I’m sorry I didn’t do it three years ago. It would have prevented all that’s 
happening today. Everything that’s happening today I predicted.” 

Many observant Jews believe the West Bank, which Israel captured from 
Jordan in 1967, was promised to the Jews by God.

‘An Independence High School student has written an apology to the city after 
making an obscene gesture that was broadcast to Provo homes. 

The youth thought the camera was off when he made the gesture after the 
Gity Council meeting Tuesday, said Independence High School principal and 
Provo City Council member Greg Hudnall. 

‘Two Independence High students were assigned Tuesday night to run the 
camera — one on the council floor and one in the basement control room — as 
part Of an internship program. 

‘After being teased through his headset, one of the teens responded with an 
obscene gesture directed at his friend in the basement. But home viewers who 
had tuned into the council meeting got to see the demonstration as well. 

“I feel bad. He feels bad,” Hudnall said. 

Hudnall said the student was disciplined and wrote a letter of apology to the 
city.

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“About 2.9 million children in 1993 
were abused and 1.9 million of those 
children suffered from neglect,” 
Kharfen said. 

But help is not always easy to find 
for victims of neglect, said Karen 
Gerdes, former professor of social 
work at BYU who now teaches at 
Arizona State University. 

Gerdes cited low education, mental 
illness, absent fathers, isolation from 
family and neighbors, severe poverty, 
despair and lack of state resources as 
reasons for helping neglectful families 
is difficult. 

The intergenerational effects of 
neglect are especially harmful. Parents 
who were neglected as children pass 
their deprivations on to their own chil- 
dren, Gerdes said. 

Janie, who has been a foster mother 
for many children, said the effects of 
serious neglect are often more devas- 
tating than the effects of physical 
abuse. Physically abused children usu- 


ally fight back, but neglected children 
just drift, she said. 

The nature of neglect, which lacks 
the tell-tale black eyes and bruises of 
physical abuse, does not always allow 
for easy intervention, said Melissa 
Herbert, victim/witness coordinator for 
the Children’s Justice Center. 

Although handled separately, neglect 
is often a prior condition to physical 
abuse, Herbert said. 

“When a mother comes home drunk 
at two in the morning and sees the 
child she’s left alone all day, the child 
becomes a reminder that her life is not 
exactly the best. She takes her frustra- 
tion out on the child,” she said. 

Neglected children often turn to 
school to seek the attention missing at 
home, said Susan Huff, an elementary 
school teacher in Spanish Fork. Not 
wanting to be at home, they arrive 
before school starts and don’t leave 
until the last person is gone. 

A lack of hygiene is another indicator 
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With her mother gone for day 
time, Marie turned to school for 
tion.

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Safety campaign zeros in on DUIs

In a continuing effort to increase 
safety on Utah’s roads and highways, 
the Utah Highway Patrol is encourag- 
ing Utahns to make their individual 
safety measures second nature when 
they get behind the wheel. 

October’s safety campaign focuses 
on the dangers associated with drink- 
ing and driving. 

Rolayne Fairclough, director of the 
“Make it Second Nature” campaign, 
said that reminders about the perils of 
drinking and driving cannot be repeat- 
ed too often. 

The safety campaign seeks to 
inform drivers that alcohol can 
severely dull judgement, impair 
vision and slow reaction time during 
driving. 

This month’s driving tip stresses 
that the effects of alcohol cannot be 
diffused by drinking coffee or any 
other type of stimulant, splashing cold 
water on one’s face or opening the car 
window for fresh air. 

Utah County is not immune from 
incidences of DUI (citations for dri- 
ving under the influence of alco- 
hol). 

Capt. Mike Mock of the Provo 
Police Department said that there 
were 229 DUI cases in Provo in 1994 


with another 245 in 1995. 

Lt. Mike Larsen of the Orem Police 
Department said that most people 
stopped for DUI citations are college- 
age students. 

“Most of the people we stop are 
between the ages of 17 and 30,” said 
Lt. Larsen. 

Most of the drinking in Utah County 
does not occur in bars and lounges. 

“There are only two bars in Orem, 
so most of the people we stop are 
going from one residence to another 
or coming from local restaurants,”

contribute to driving disasters. 

In 1996, Utah highways have seen 
211 fatalities. There were 326 deaths 
from car accidents in 1995 on Utah 
highways.

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Search continues for crash survivors

CALLAO, Peru — Salvage workers 
battled a fierce current and poor visi- 
bility Thursday in their search for 
wreckage from a Peruvian commer- 
cial jet that crashed into the Pacific 
Ocean with 70 people aboard. 

Investigators were trying to explain 
why Aeroperu Flight 603 suddenly 
plunged into the frigid waters of the 
Pacific Ocean early Wednesday, 
apparently killing all its passengers 
and crew. 

Authorities said the pilot reported 
that his navigational system had failed 
and that the plane was not responding 
to his commands. 

“The first impression from what we 
know up to now is there was a failure 
in the control panel,” Transportation 
Minister Elsa Carrera said Thursday. 
“The pilot himself says, “The comput- 
ers have gone crazy.” 

Boeing spokeswoman Susan 
Bradley rejected Wednesday the theo- 
ry that the pilot had lost any indica- 
tion of his whereabouts. “It’s unheard 
of; it’s never happened, and it proba- 
bly never will,” she said of the possi- 
bility of a total failure in the plane’s 
navigational system. Boeing 757s 
have two or three backup systems to 
each primary system in case of fail- 


ure, she said. 

“If everything went out, you could 
still fly the plane manually, the old- 
fashioned way,” she said. 

Rescue workers returned to choppy, 
fog-covered waters Thursday to 
resume their search for survivors 
among the 61 passengers and nine 
crew members, but there were no 
signs of life. 

Peru asked the United States for 
help in recovering the bodies and the 
plane’s two flight data recorders, 
which were submerged along with the 
rest of the wreckage under nearly 600 
feet of water, Carrera said. 

“With the equipment we have it 
would be difficult for our divers at 
that depth,” she said. 

Searchers recovered 10 bodies 
Wednesday. 

Among the plane’s passengers were 
four Americans identified as Galen 
Canutsen, Samsina Niis Lindeen, 
Dennis Trial and Kenneth Vaisman 
Lichtman. No hometowns were given. 

The Boeing 757, bound for 
Santiago, Chile, reported equipment 
failure almost immediately after take- 
off from Lima. 

Carrera said Thursday that officials

Alzheimer’s mouse aids study

WASHINGTON — A laboratory- 
engineered mouse suffers the same 
decline from Alzheimer’s disease as 
do humans: lost memory and wasted 
brain cells. The mouse gives 
researchers a new and more accurate 
way to test drugs against the mind- 
destroying disorder. 

The Alzheimer’s Association called 
the mouse “an important new research 
tool,” and a National Institutes of 
Health expert said the mouse is “good 
news for patients with Alzheimer’s 
disease.” 


“A University of Minnesota team led’ 


by Dr. Karen Hsiao developed the 
laboratory rodent by inserting into a 
mouse embryo the mutated gene 


linked to Alzheimer’s brain cell dam- 
age in humans. 

Maze experiments testing the ani- 
mals’ thinking ability show that the 
new mouse breed suffers from a loss 
of memory that mimics the decline 
seen in humans, Hsiao said. The 
mouse brain also develops beta amy- 
loid plaques, a substance found in the 
brains of Alzheimer’s patients. 

“This is the first time that anybody 
has made a mouse that shows an asso- 
ciation between plaques and a func- 
tional loss of learning memory which 
is very much like Alzheimer’s dis- 
ease,” Hsiao said in an interview. 

A report on the mouse study is being 
published today in Science, the jour- 
nal of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science.

Utah violence too high; 
emergency declared

. The Violence Prevention Collabor- 
ation has declared a state of emer- 
gency in Utah in an effort to control 
violence and promote change. 

Gov. Leavitt will sign a proclama- 
tion today declaring October 
“Violence Prevention Month.” In this 
proclamation, Leavitt will urge the 
people of Utah to take responsibility 
for reducing the amount of violence 
citizens are exposed to in the media 
and in real life. He wiil encourage 
everyone to work together in order to 
provide a safe and healthy environ- 
ment for children. 

The proclamation defines violence 
as abusive acts by one individual 
against another including physical, 
sexual and psychological violence. 
Leavitt said this violence is tolerated 
but should not be acceptable in our 
homes or communities. 

Homicide deaths of Utah children 
have increased 255 percent and the 
juvenile arrest rate for violent crimes 
increased by 120 percent in the past 
decade, according to Utah 
Department of Health and Utah 
Commission on Criminal and 
Juvenile Justice. 

In 1995, 42 Utah children ages 10- 
19 committed suicide, making it the 
second leading cause of death for this 
age group. Eighty-eight percent of 
these children used firearms to kill 
themselves. 

By age 18, the average Utah child 
will have viewed over 200,000 acts of 
violence on television alone, accord- 
ing to the American Academy of 
Pediatrics Committee on 
Communications. Over 1,000 studies 
have found a causal connection 
between media violence and aggres-

Fifteen thousand children in Utah 
seriously abuse alcohol or drugs, and 
eight children drop out of school 
every day in Utah, according to Utah 
Measures of Child Well Being.

The Utah Council for Crime 
Prevention has planned several focus- 
ing activities for October. A video 
called “Turn off the Violence” that 
teaches conflict resolution will be 
shown in Utah schools. In addition, 
felt stickers will be distributed for 
television and computer screens to 
remind people to turn off the vio- 
lence. 

Drug Awareness — Resistance 
Education is also active in educating 
youth in elementary, junior high and 
high schools across the state. DARE 
officers instruct youth in classrooms 
about the effects of drugs and alcohol 
and emphasize the importance of say- 
ing “no.” 

“We need to actively address this 
problem now,” Milne said. “We can 
do this by educating communities and 
families. Strengthening the family 
role is a critical part in reducing vio- 
lence.”
